* The letter must appear on official synagogue letterhead.

* You will receive further instructions during the application process. 


You MAY also be required, by the Jewish Agency, to provide a copy of any 
of the following documents - your mother or father’s Birth Certificate, your 
parents’ Marriage Certificate, and/or your grandparent's marriage certificate. 


Israeli citizens may have additional options for the Proof of Judaism 
requirement.
